Montreal, Jan, 18.— (Special)— Two im- 
portant atepfl were taken at the meetiii 
of Uie Uiocosuu synod ti.>-day. Itov. Can- 
on Davidson made a long siwech in favor 
of the eatablisking of deaconesses and 
concluding with a motion expressing the 
hope that Tosponsibl(! action may bo 
reuclutl this year. The Kynixl was over- 
wlielmiugly in favor of the resolution 
^vhich was adopted. 

Far more controversial was the atmos- 
l)hi're which huvereJ over the proposal 
to enable women to nttend aud vote at 
ve.stry meetings. Two motions on the 
subject were submitted, one by Kcv. 
Canon Davidson, the other by llev. M'. 
B. Chambers, but Chambers withdrew 
his i)ropositlou in favor of that of . Da- 
vidson, which rcad.B as foUowa: 

"That in the juclgment of this synod, 
the discrimination in the Church Tempor- 
alities Act of this province exohiding 
women of tlie churches from members of 
vestries in thi.s diocc'sr sliould be reiu-nl- 
I'll, to which end tlie oHU'ith of the synoil 
are hereby instructeil to take needful ac- 
tjon before the loKishilnre of this prov- 
ince I'or the earliest i)ossiblo removal of 
the disability imposed in the existing 
act." 

Upon a vote being taken the eynod de- 
eded in favor of the principle that wo- 
men should ho allowed to attend vestries 
and vote if tliey ohoosi', the majority bi?- 
iuK against 10 clorg.v, and lay vote 
of 18 aKainst 11. 

"Wo will meet you at Quebec" ex- 
claimed one of the opponents of the pro- 
posal, liinting that opposition would be 
oarried to the legislative nssembly wlu'n 
the question of roponl of the Temporali- 
ties Act oonio'.i forward.'' 

Montreal, ,Tan, 19.— The Anslican 
synod of tlie diocese of Jinntreal spent its 
'^os.sion this morning entirely in dise\ifi- 
sioii as to whether the ehurcli slioiihl 
adopt the revisoci sHlition of the scriptures 
in its services. Some cierymen advocat- 
ed the eIuuif?o, as the Knglisli langaajjo 
had cliangecl considerably since the time 
of .Tames tlio First, nnd the revised edi- 
tion more clearly expressed thp original 
scriptures. It was opposor^n the ground 
that the changes might prejudice the au- 
tlientirity of thp. , Bible in thc-i eyes of 
members of the church. A motion to per- 
mit the clergy to use. their discretion, was 
voted 'ilown and the church will adhere 
to the authorized version.

London, Jan. 10. — The Boer accounts 
of the passage of the Tngela river are 
given in the following two reports from 
Commandant Viljoen's catnp, on the 
Upper Xugeln, via Loreozo Marques, 
Jan. 18: 

"Jan, IC— Boiler's' second movement 
was a reconnnissftnce' in force, with an 
armorctl train and u large body, sup- 
ported by cannon toward Coleuso last 
night, A heavy bombardment ensued 
and therein the British having wounded 
one of our men, no reply wau made. This 
uiove was a feint to cover extensive 
movements u;i the river. Kalhrs, on tliis 
side of the 'Jjugelu have been warned by 
the British to leave their kraals, as the 
light wJii commence shortly." 

The second despatch runs thus: "Jan. 
17. — The night was unbroken, eave for 
slight rille encounters between outpo.^ts, 
which led to nothing. At daybreak the 
enemy was located as before. IJe had 
not brought a single gun across the river, 
but from the ridges of Swartzkop a bat- 
tery and a half of siege guns opene<l on 
our poaition at 5 a.m. The bombardment 
was probably the most frightful, eyer wit- 
nessed" on Jahd. , Friainently five' heavy 
navbi guns fired simultaneously at one 
sch:inze (entrenchment). 
WAKXKD OF BOEIt TIIEACHEUY. 

Tlie Daily Mali publishes the following 
despatch, dated Thursday, from Spear- 
man's camp; "It is rumored that the 
Boers have evacuated Colenso, in or- 
der to reiuCoree their troo)w here. Heavy 
gun iin.' was heard from liadysmith this 
morning. General Buller's order in- 
structs the tuen to heed the white Hags of 
the Boers only when they lay down their 
arms. It also instructs them to beware 
of false bugle calls." 

I>ADYS.MIT1I CHEERED. 

Uad.v.siuith, Wedneeday. Jan. 17, via 
Spearman's camp, Jan. 19.— Everything 
is <iniet. The position is unchanged and 
there is very little bombardment. The 
wel'^ome sound of the guns of the relief 
Columns was heard yesterday from Col- 
euso and Spriuglield. The heat Ls in- 
tense, but there is no iucreaae of siek- 
nesB. 

A BELATED REPORT. 

London, Jan. 19. — A Durban special, 
datoti Thursday night, says: "It is re- 
ported here that Lord Dimdonald has 
smashed a Boer convoy, (ien. Huller is 
said to be witliin twelve miles of Lady- 
smith and General Warren to be about 
six miles to the rear." 

BULLER'S IM.MEX.se TRAIN. 

London, Jan. 39.— The Times has the 
following despatch dated Thursday, from 
I'ieternuiritzhurg: "General Buller's 
wagon train in 19 niile.s in lengtli and em- 
braces 400 wagons and ^5,000 animals, 
as some of the drifts lire narrow and 
muddy, only one wagon is able to cross 
at a time. The ofllcers arc betting, two 
to one that Ladysmith will be relieved 
to-morrow (Friday). 



BOER AGENT FOR WASHINGTON. 

Monntgue White Going There From 
London liiit ^His .Re(>ognition a 
Question. 

Washington, Jan. 19.— The state de- 
partment has not been udvisod from any 
oflleini source that Mr. Montague 
White, the consul of the Transvaal lie 
public nt London, is coming to Washing- 
ton as a dii)lomatic representative of the 
Transvaal Republic. In advnnce of his 
coming the olUcials do not wish to fore- 
cast the decision of the department as 
to his claims for recojjnition. 

Tin; rule is to admit to the secretary 
of state any projier person who comes 
on public business, but that admission 
does not constitute an official recogni- 
tion of the visitor. AVhen Mr. White 
culls at the state department he will un- 
doubtedly bo seen by Secretary Hay, but 
while the Secretory may talk freelv 
with his visitor, that interview will no't 
in itself amount to an otDcial recognition 
of Mr, White as diplomatic representa- 
tive of the Transvaal. It will remain 
for the state department ofiicials later to 
pass upon the snfliciencv of any creden 
tials that Mr. White inay bring to es 
tnblish himself in that character.

Bill oil Its Behalf Introdiic-d in Con-

for tlie construction and operation under 
the government of the United States of 
a cable lu'tween this conutry and Ha- 
waii, Giuim, the Philippine Islands and 
other countries. The bill is substantially 
the same as that of last year providing 
for a government cable, except that the 
section creating a cable commission is 
eliminated and the Presidi'ut is empow- 
ered to determine the route, the main- 
tenance, operation, etc., the line being 
placed under the control of the postmas- 
ter-general, the secretary of war and 
secretary of the navy. The bill limits 
the cost of the cable to f8,000,000, 
Authorization is given .to- the- President 
to arrange :i;^ith Japan and China for 
cable landing points.

Mayor Ilnyward wus much oiiposed to the 
alteration. There were So retail places for 
the sale of ll-iuoi-, and he did not think It 
In either the luti rest of the saloon-keepers 
themselves or the city. 

Aid. Vales explained thai if ihe change 
were made the commissioners would still 
have full jjowers of discretion and can 
petition the board against any application. 

Aid. Stewart would personally be In favor 
of diminishing the saloon llci'iises, but If 
hotel accommodation could bo Increased he 
was In favor of the jiroposed change. Tliu 
city needs more good hotels, and be was 
In favor of anything wbh-h would iierinlt 
their being established. 

-Vld. Williams would like to see a irlanso 
liisi'rted providing for the value of the 
hotel building to be taken Into considera- 
tion, so as to prevent cheap lodging houses 
getting licenses. He was olso In favor of 
closing small saloons and transferring the 
licenses to first-class hotels. 

Aid. Klnsmna thought the matter came 
up rather suddenly, but hearing Aid. Yates' 
explanation, he thought the change would 
be n benellcial one. In regard lo the jieli- 
tlon presented by Aid. Brydon, what is the 
council going to do? Ignore it? The coun- 
cil could hardly do that. He believed the 
majority should rule, but was in favor of 
better hotel accommodation. 

Aid. Yates thought the law could be so 
frniiu'd as to sufe-guard everybody's lnt<'r- 
ests. He was not attempting to do away 
w-lth the right to petition. 

Aid. Beekw-lh thought It a matter of vital 
Importance lo the whole province, and lo 
come forward wdth au Idea of this kind at 
this time was a retrograde step. 

Mayor Hnyward explained that If tbe 
amendment iiu.ssed any man building a 
hotel with ;;o rooms who could get the coii- 
soiit of tw-o coiuailssioners could gi't ii 
license In dellanco of the w-lshes of the 
communlty.

CONDITION OF 

THE COUNTUY. 

The condition oi' the province is not 
satisfnctory. 'i"he .uri'at silver-mining' in- 
dustry is temporarily paralyzed by rea- 
son ot the hasty le;;islatioii of hist sos- 
Hion. The coiiiidenco of investors has 
been rudely shaken. The devclopmoiit 
of mining districts is Being retiirdod by 
the oxelnsion ot nlicu.s and by the un- 
eerlainlies atteiulint; the operations of 
co!;!i)auios forniod for hydrnulic mluinf,-. 
There is complaint on every hand that 
tlio reasonable demands of new sections 
for intblie works is not beini? eomiilied 
with. Law and order are iniiierilleil. 
And last, but not lenst, the Icgi.sliitnr(' 
is being petitioned by representatives 
ot millions of money, invested in metal- 
Uferons mining, for relief from tlie ex 
isting strained situation. In the face of 
those conditions the ministry stands 
hetplcBs, It cannot claim that it is pre- 
vented by a factious opposition from do- 
ing anytliiiif^ to improve the situation", 
tor although invited by more than one 
■speaUor on the opposition side to de 
■clare if they proposed to lay boforo the 
house anything whatever looking in the 
direction of relief, the ministers renniin- 
<-'d silent. Wo refrained from making 
this observation until the Master of the 
Administration had spoken. We did not 
supiiose he would permit the rreniier to 
venture upon the thin ice of a declara- 
tion of policy, or that Dr. McICoehnie 
would be permitted to do anything ex- 
cept quote poetry and assail his former 
ilioliticnl god. But in common with the 
hou.se and the country, we looked to Mr. 
'Cotton for at least something approach- 
ing a hint that the ;?ovcrninent appreci- 
ates the <'ondition of the province and 
contemplates doing something to relieve 
it. If he bad indicated anytbing ot this 
Uiiul, he might have found the opposition 
iiiidy 111 suspi'nd their assault upon llie 
::ovc','iinicnt to iii'rmit the necessary legis- 
lation to be enaeted. But what have we 
had? So far as the debate has now gone, 
and the ministers have said all they 
have to say. it seems as though from 
the government point of view the only 
thing before the country is a anarnd 
between their creator and late colleague 
and master, Jlr. .Toseph Martin, and 
tlieinselv(>s. In this quarri>l Messrs. 
Semlin, Ilnnie anil McKeehnie jilay 
only a subordinate role. The interests 
of the province must st;ind still while 
Mossrs. Cotton and Martin sotttle wliic'li 
of them is to come to the top at the 
next election in Vancouver. Mr. Martin 
gave the house very distinctly to un- 
derstand that lie is in the political light 
to down Mr. Cotton and liis colleagues; 
but because he did so, the governnieui 
were under no obligation to take the 
challenge up anil occupy the house with 
a iiersonal uiiarrel, while the great in- 
dustrial interests of tlie province vain- 
ly demand immediate consideration. If 
there wna an ntom of statesmanship, 
nay, if there were a gr.nin of apprecia- 
tion of ih(^ needs of the country, of 
the needs which lie upon the very sur- 
face of things and which no man 
can fail to see if bo is not wilfully 
blind, Mr. Martin and his gi-ievniices 
would' have been siile-trai'lvcd by mea- 
sures to meet these needs.

stitutional usage and be sustained by the 
voice of the country. No man supposes 
that the end of the .Martin-Cotton 
tel has b(!eu reached. Every one knows 
that it.has only begun and that long be- 
fore It has been concluded, there will be 
such a washing of dirty linen as this 
province has never seen. There Is a 
charge ot falsification of records to be 
<1isposed of. There isi a (ihargu. of .de- 
bberate nnsreprcsentatiou to the country 
■of the laets regarding the passage of the 
eight-hour law. There iti tlie Dondma'n's 



Island issue, which has hardly been 
tcmched, ;Tlicre :are other matters more 
directly personal to Mr. Cotton that can 
hardly fail to come up. We protest that 
^[r. Cotton's interests are not of such 
surpas.siug importance that the affaira 
of British . ppluinbia^oitglitcto AStand still 
while they ' arits* being disposed of!. The 
lemedy is his removal from the admini- 
stration, or rather, this would be the re- 
medy if Mr, Semlin were a stronger man. 
IC he .were «qual>t<>..tUe i,sltaation be 
would say to the gentleman, who, in do- 
fiance of tlie constitution, continues to 
hold two cabinet portfolios, that his rosig- 
iiation was needed at the earliest pos- 
sible day, and be would take into bis 
cabniet two gentlemen against whom 
there are not such objections as may 
justly be made against Mr, Cot-ton, and 
who would enable him to carry on the 
business of the countrjr.. ,,Bnt Mr. Sem- 
lin is not equal to this heroic remetly, 
so there is no use In suggesting 
it as a means of relieving the present 
tension, it Nvould be an act of folly 
io propose that Mr. Semlin should be 
continued ns loader of a ro-organized 
government. Therefore the only way in 
which relief lan be feuml is in the re- 
signation of Atr. Semlin, whereby the 
l.ieutenanl-< 'iiivernor will be enabled 
to select a tirst minister who can free the 
province from the miserablo issues which 
now distract pulilic attention from the 
greater iiuestions of tlie day. 

A dissolution umb'r existing circuni- 
staiici's would alTord very little relief. 
The wliole province would be in con- 
fusion. We would have the Semliu- 
("otton combination appealing for sup- 
port. AVe would have Mr. Martin en- 
deavoring to create a party for himself. 
We would have the Wilson movement 
putting candiflntes in the field. And wo 
would have the regular opposition with 
its men iiii. The result wonlil be alisn- 
liite confusion and the setting back of 
the province for some years, while these 
rival parties eontendeil for supremacy. 
If there is to be an appeal to the peo- 
lilo it should be by ;i new ministry witli 
n now policy. Wo refuso to believe that 
this province is so devoid of capable men 
that such a ministry cannot bo formed. 
We submit for flic consideration of the 
Lieutenant-Governor if he ought not to 
give the situation his best thought so 
as to discover if ho can a way by whieli 
the province can bo led out of the ditncnl- 
ties into wliich it has lieeu plunged 
through the iiiconipeteiiey. the rashness 
and the deuiagogic priiici|iles of his prc- 
siMit advisers. The province needs new 
niiiiister.s, and a new policy. The iietty 
issues of the hour ought to be brush- 
ed aside, and they would be by a strong- 
er man in the position of premier. We 
believe there is more tlian one man in 
the house who could meet the require- 
ments of the case and form a ministry 
which would command a majority and 
would give the country some measures 
to set it once more on the highway to 
pros|ierity. 



eurity of all our liberties. ■History shows 
iLs that tor nearly ii thousand years, or 
over since parliiiniouts have existed, there 
has been more or less of a contest be- 
tween the Crown and the representatiycs 
o£ the people. There have been tiinos, 
when the King has arbitrarily dissolveii 
parliaments, and other times Avlien they 
have refused to call them together. Oe- 
oasion.s have arisen when parliament, be- 
ing nuwiUiiig to bend to the sovoreigii'.s 
will, has been summarily dissolved and 
elections have been held so much 
under the control of the ollicers 
of tiie Crown that a suf'icient 
number of servile members have 
been returned- to ■ enable the Crown 
to work out its designs. The power of 
ilissolution is an extraordinary branch of 
the prerogative which has only been ex- 
eix'iscd in cases of cniergoncy. 

It ifi evident , that, if . \the.- members of 
parliament sit at all times under the 
shadow of dissolution, they will be un- 
able to discharge their duties in an in- 
dependent manner; und it is clear tMiougli 
that if the Ptemior of the time being can 
constitutionally arise in his' place In the 
liinise and threaten men with thlM ex- 
traorilinary prerogative, the end of the 
independence of parliament has come. 
Certainly an extraordinary spectacle is 
presented to the country. As Mr. Pooley 
said, the threat of dissolution could not 
be meant to intlueiice the members of the 
opiiosilion. Its only object could he to 
intimidate wavering supporters. Hence 
we may logically elaini that the throat of 
dissolnlion is a confession by Mr. Sem- 
lin that he l aiinot keep his party together 
exceiit by dures«. This conclusion can- 
not be avoided In any way. There can- 
not be a man in the province, who does 
ii-ot know tint the iiitcntion of the Pre- 
mier w.as to compel his supporters to 
stand liy him. The government, llier 
Inre, iii'i'upies the very e.KtTaiiniiua ry \< 
.-itioii, that it expects to keep otllce if it is 
able to do so at all, oQly by a majority of 
one and to bo able to hold this only by 
the unconstitutional threat of a dissolu- 
tion. 



MU. EUKUTS' SPEECH. 

T!ie house greatly enjoyed the r^peech 
delivered by Mr. I'^liert.s yesterday, which 
was forcible and elixiuent. Tlie member 
from South \'icliiria displayed a mastery 
of his subject and went over the whole 
field in a manner that gave satisfaction 
to his friends aud uneasinoss to his op- 
ponents. Mr. Cotton did his best to 
parry the attacks by frequent interrup- 
tions, but took nothing by them, except 
rejoinders that must have made bim 
wish he had Tomained silent. 

It is iin[)os«ihle that the administration 
can slaiul Jung under such aa attack, to 
which no convincing reply is possible. U 
was very clear from a study of the faces 
of the ministers and their supporters that 
they realized when the adjournment for 
dinner was taken, the end of the pre- 
sent rogiiiie to be very near. 

Tiio imaginary "majority of one" was 
not particularly in evidence yesterday 
afternomi. \\'ith Messrs. .Martin and 
Higgins absent, the house divided yester- 
day 17 to 18. If these two gentlemen 
had been in their places the vote would 
liave lieeii liJ opposition to IS govern- 
ment, and unci, more .Mr, Semlin wuiild 
have lost control of the hourie. We ask 
liini, aud we ask every one else concorn- 
1 d, how it can be pretended tliat the gov- 
ei nmeiit is in a position under these cir- 
cumstances to carry on the affairs, of the 
eunntry. 



.MI!. CO'ITO.VS Sl'KlOCIl. 

Mr. Cotton made a long KT)eech on the 
.Address. We do not say it was too long. 
On the contrary, we approve of long 
si)eeches on im)iortanl occasions., for it is 
right tliat all matters relating to the gov- 
ernment, of this province should be fully 
discussed. There has not boon enough 
discussion in the past. The-peoplo have 
not lieiui kept as thoroughly informed as 
to the reasons which influence legislation 
as they ought to be. But when we have 
said that Mr. Cotton's speech was long, 
and when we add that was well express- 
ed, we have stated all tliat there is to bo 
said in favor of it. Mr. Cotton is a gen- 
tleman of ability, and if a bettor case 
could have been made for the govcru- 
niont ho would have presented it to the 
house. Tho IioiiKO and the country look- 
ed to him for .something that oouhl be 
called a comprehensive statement ot gov- 
ernment policy, for some indication o£ 
what It is proposed to do to meet tlie 
liressing needs of the province. IJut 
nothing of the kind was forthcoming, lie 
was peitsonally apologetic throughout, his 
efl'ort clearly being to square himself in 
the eyes of his constituents. Wo have 
Iioard from Jlr. Cotton all there is to be 
said in defence of his government, and 
that all is very little. When Mr. Cotton sat 
down after a sjieeeh of about two hours 
aud a half he loft no man stronger in his 
allegiance to the ministry aud no one any 
more toDfidont'that the affairs of the pro- 
vince are likely to be well administered 
by them. 



Mr. Ebcrts charged that when the 
financial returns np to .January 1st, 1000. 
are brought down tlio revenue of this 
l)rovince is steadily and rapidly declin- 
ing, and tho Finance Minititer sat in his 
l)lacc and did not venture to deny it. 



Mr. Pooley defined his attitude on the 
eight-hour law in vciy plain terms. He 
said that he is utterly op|)useii to such 
bald legisl::ti()!i, passed without discus- 
sion or without anything to safeguard the 
great interests involve<l. 



THE THREAT OB' DISSOLUTION. 

Mr. Pooley made an excellent and 
forceful reply to tho threat of dissolution 
made by Premier Semlin in liftj speech 
nil the Address. Me cited tile strongest 
possible authority against a proceodin 
of this kind. The principle of parllamen- 
tai-j' government has been well expressed 
hy Dr. Todd in his work on Farliamen- 
lary CJoverumeut in England. Dr. Todd 
s:.id: 

"It is highly irregular and uncoustitu- 
lioual to refer to n disfinlutinn of parlia 
nieiit a.s a probable contingency with a 
view to inniiouj'o the conduct of mem- 
bers upon tho particular occasion. For 
the bouses of parliament should alw.-iys 
lie in a position lo exercise an iinbia.ssed 
jud.gmeiit 'Upon every question brought 
before tlifiu, tearing neither the crown 
on the one hand nor, the people on the 
I'thi'r."

Telegraph CJoapany that they had boon 
obliged to give It up. It wus at this jmic- 
tare thul the Finance Minister oC Brit- 
ish ColitiBbla^bsd. come to- the resCBc. lie 
bad .' Immediately sent In his offer to con- 
tribute n million dollars, and that this bad 
set the whole matter right, so that It 
would now go on wlhout delay. Surely It 
was much to the credit of the province that 
It should possess such power— that It should 
be able to Inlluence and exert greater 
weight la behalf of this or any project 
than the Imperial parliament, the colonics 
of Australia, of the Dominion of Canada. 
Sorely the' country was to be congratulat- 
ed oa such a condltten of aflklrs, and to 
ask' who it was tbat had brought British 
Columbia Into such a favorable position. 
It could not be the present government, 
for they hud just a.ssuraed ofllee— It must 
then 1)0 the lute government that the credit 
should bo glveu. The new Kovorumout had 
li'ud neither tluic nor oppon\iulty then to 
bring the country Into so favorahlo a posl- 
tlou. (.\ppliiuso.) Hut the Minister of 
rinauce now said that he had not olTerod 
a nillUon ilullars— nothing of llio kind! He 
had only pledged the province to take 
stock In tlu- culorpriso to the anii>unt of one 
million iloUiirs, which it might never be 
called upon to pay. Ue held that the oCCer 
was to all Intents und purposes the same as 
though an ollcr of the mllltou outright had 
been made. Bveryone knew that In sub- 
scribing for this amount of stock, the prov- 
ince inllucnccd its credit to the total sum, 
Everyone know that when a man put his 
name to a note, his credit was just as much 
affected as though he had paid the cash 
out. In the same way the credit of the 
province was In the case In (luestlon sim- 
ilarly bound to the extent of the entire mil 
lion. It could be maintained Indisputably 
that this mimey had been unconstitutionally 
offered, but be did not; propose to deal 
with this phase of the (luestlun at any 
length. He wus agreed that the million 
of money was well within the means of tiio 
province, yet he could not help contrasting 
the statement now made to this ctCcct by 
the Finance Minister With that gentleman's 
curlosly incou&latcnt contention In address- 
ing the house Inst year.^that the country 
OB the Tory verge of bankruptcy— that 
the late government had left the country 
tn dire llnanelai str-.ilts. It was then said 
hj the Fluunce Minister tliat he hoped by 
the exercise of great care to make ends 
meet, but tbero would be nothing at ail 
available for the carrying on of llni 
cessary public works retiulied throughout 
the country. This hud been meant of 
course to Impress the public with the fact 
that a policy of wise economy had been in 
nugurated. 

But no sooner iiad the session ended, 
ttuin what was foundV Tbip offer of a niil- 
li.on dollars' support for the I'acille cable, 
No wonder there were no voices raised on 
the other side of the iiousc in explanation 
or defence of this curious luconslatencc, 
ferhaps It was that the members of the 
government had understood as little as their 
opponents exactly what had been done 
He (Mr. Poolcy) had certainly been sur- 
prised at the revelations made b.v the Flu- 
unce Minister on this sid)Joct In the course 
lit ills address. The Finance Minister had 
placed himself In a bad position a 
ago when be had .said tbat the country wus 
(in the verge of bankruptcy; he bad made 
Ills position still more extraordinary when 
he liad volunteeriMl to pleilgo the credit of 
the iiroviiico by a buml of tills nutur 
the extent of a million ilcill.-irs, and bad 
claimed thai It hiul iulIiifnriMl the jinij 
with more dellnlte results than those 
eurabic by the Imperial government. 

Xhe J'lnancc Minister had given some at- 
tention to the subject of deficits. He had 
asked .members opposite if they knew the 
meaiiing of deficit. He (Mr. I'ooley) hud 
been of the opinion that if a man hud an 
Income of $l,tKiO a year, and spent .$r>,00i), 
lie might be said in ilio end of tbi! year to 
have a delbMt of ••^l.ooO. if, however, h 
put money Into a bonsc or macblnei-y o 
business premises, which reiiialiicd to lilr 
as assets, and won- possibly productive ii 
an Incroasi'd Income, sncli an investment 
could not \w classed Jis a dcllcll. In the 
same iiKinner when tlii' governiiieiit borrow 
I'd money and expended It on nee 
puldle works that ilie coiiniry ncedcil, anil 
whldi would assist In lis development 
that could not be styled a deficit. lie was 
greatly surprised to hear any hou. gentle 
inan oontend that un expenditure of this 
kind could be charged so as to show a de- 
ficit In the public accounts. There was an- 
other reason wliy the government should 
Totlre from their present position, und why 
tlie people should conileniii tbeni as nnllt 
to he trusted with the niithorlty of gov 
<'rnment. He referred to the legislation 
by wlilcli they were already known. He bad 
been surprised to bear llie boa. Finance; 
Minister claim that thir hon. junior member 
—or the hon, third member for Vancouver 
City, It dill not seem quite clear which be 
wae-^ai any rate the "fallen angel' 
(langhteri— should be held responsllile foi 
all the bud legislation of last session— 

Hon. Mr. CurterOotton interjected a de 
iiial. The hon. senior memlier for lisqul 
malt had totally inlsnnderst ood bis re 
murks. He uccepteil Ills own full shuxe 
of rCEponiilblllty for tbat legislation, 
tainiy the 4;overunicnt was responsible for 

it. 

Mr. Pooley was (inlte prepared to uccejit 
the nniincc Minister's statement. It only 
mean then that the government could be 
judged und condemned npon his hasty, 111 
advised Icgi.slation. Referring first to the 
changes made in the licensing act of last 
session, the senior member for Ksiinimalt 
showed that the changes had lieen found to 
work great Imrdshlps— so mucti so tbat 
when the commi.sslonerfl first sat they 
formed the llccnseoH that tlie last your 
licenses would bo doubled. In Ksqulinalt 
village the charge was now ?2fX) per nnmini 
an Increase from $100; In rural districts the 
fee hud been increased from $G0 to ?100, 
besides which all iiceusees were requlreti 
to come before the commissioners once 
every hnlf-ycar and pay a special fee of 
$10, so tbat In reality the vlllllg(^ licenses 
that hud been $100 were now .$2J0; and the 
fee in the rural dlsttlcta that bad been ?G0 
a year, was now $320, These new rules 
had already operntqd so disadvautageousiy 
that the. goveriimcnt recognized .Us . posi- 
tion, 'ofid' had' gone' so ter as' to* inform the 
licensees that they would refund nil this 
additional collection. Hp held that even 
tills return would be Imt small compensa- 
tion for the unnecCKSury bother ami Incon- 
venience to wlilch these people bad been 
subjected. Tracing the annoyances ent.'iil- 
ed by the required twlce a-year uppearunee 
and fiesli application to the commission, 
and the other unfair and ol)jectlonablo re- 
qnirements of the now regiiliil Ions, Mr. 
I'(Xiley prononnciHl these both unnecessary 
and inexpedient, wliero no charges had 
Iieen made, more espeeluliy as the fate of 
the llcensei"? ivas not in the hand' of an In- 
dependent offlccp such as^.thQ puperlnten- 
dent of police, tiuj '(jjt^'ar^l thnt >vttS;C 
Btantly changing. " He^ 'h cl'd, ■that,- fi'hiyri fag 
paid their ■ 1 1 ct>ah'e~f e(?«*''lilia ' eomplfed^f wltii 
nil the rcqulremeii.ts of (lualiacatlpn/llcen-: 
sees, should be pernilt4tgi'to ciirry, "on (their 
business without being perslstentl.v nnd nn- 
nBcossurliy harusscd. Touching upon tlie 
desponttc expedients that the present gov- 
ernment found itself forced to'ladopt in 
ondeuyoring to, evade before the,^jlcopieiithg 
conscriucncea of Its own le'gi'sloildn, ' the* 



.or member for Ksquimnlt stated that nt 
recent meeting of the licensing oammls- 
Rlouer;; ut ICsqulmalt, i he had been given to 
understand one «t the commissioners— after 
informing the . licensees that their extra 
fees would tue refunded,^ endeavored to 
show them that the .present government 
wfis not rcBponslble for the legislation un- 
der which these collections had been made. 
He hud snid that tlie i..-c had teen drawn 
up by the late governuieiit, but never pre- 
sented by theni to bo jiassed. The new 
government coming In hud found it in one 
of the pigeon holes, und had made It a law 
—hut the old government that had left It 
in the pigeon iiole were to be held respon- 
sible. (I.,uugliter.) This commissioner conld 
not huve himself hud hud opportunity to 
search the w«Hte-paj)er baskets and pigeon 
holes— he must have been primed by the 
Attorney-General's department. This cer- 
tainly was a funny position of affairs 
(Ciovernment nieinbers cried fhear; hear"— 
and pounded the desks euerg'etlculiy, which 
led the hon. member for Ksqulmalt to re- 
murk upon their readiness to adopt this 
method of expressing their views. They 
could, be said, use their muscle upon the 
desks, if they could not use their tongues 
and brains in contributing to the diseus- 
slon.) 

With respect to the duality of lion. Mr 
Carter-Cotton's position: That hon. gen 
tloman staled that he had some time ago 
taken the position of chief commissioner of 
lands and works because it bad been found 
too onerous for tile hon. Premier. This 
was declared to huve been merely a tem- 
jiorary arrangement, yet It bad been made 
lust June— and still prevailed. AVas It pos- 
sible, he asked, that Hon. Mr. Carter-Cot- 
ton still held the two positions becnuso be 
could find no one on bis side of the lioiise 
who, in the opinion of the Finance .\Ilii.. ter, 
hud brains enough to till either ot ilie two 
positions? 'Were the penple to s-> In.erpr 
the situationV It surely w as no .■.)iii|..linont 
to the gcnllcmeu on ;lie opp. si.i- >lde of 
the bouse for tli.- lion, gentlei.ia.i to bold 
the two position!-, lluu. Mr. Curier-Cotton 
suiil thai be wa . on,.-,- c ccupyiiig the two 
ofllci's tcuiporarily, and that he hud drawn 
but one salary— also that be believed be had 
administered the two departments well. 
This be had no Intention <it disputing. He 
bold that the retention of the dual ofllcos 
was nevertheless a reflection upon the in- 
telligence, of the party, and unotliei reason 
why tlie country should have opportunity 
of expressing dissent — ^that the whole of 
the most Important bustness of the pim~ 
Ince should be in the hands of this one gen- 
tlenuui— he really controlling the govern- 
ment as fur as the government was not 
controlled by the fourteou other gentle- 
men who were sitting behind him. 

As for the eight-hour law, to which 
nnnierons references liad been made— he 
had no hesitation in saying thai he wus 
lieartll.v oppo.sed to this or any other simil- 
ar legislation tiiat had been shoved 
tliiough with till' baste and lack of coa- 
sldenillou this Important section bad re- 
ceived. The mutter would iiuvc been en- 
tirely different hud the sections of the 
mining act in question been given propei 
notice of— properly considered and discuss 
ed, and then Incorporated in the law. lU 
had not been present when the amendiueuti 
in (lucstlou bad been inserted in the act- 
he hud unfortunately been confined to his 
room by Illness ut thut time — but If he had 
been In the house It 'was iiuile possible tliut 
he too would liuve overlooked the iioint 
ut issue. Many tilings were overlooked 
when the ieglslutlon wa.-; niilroudcd tbrougli 
the bouse us tills ineusure had been. Legl.s- 
lutloii tiait was so ruslied Into the statutes 
could not be given intelUgoat or sufllcleut 
lliouglit In Its various beiirings. When 
tlicreforo he saw a section such 
creep Into the acts of the province, without 
proper consideration, lie wus tlioroiighiy op- 
posed to It. Such legislation, so inltluted, 
, was a disgruce to the house — the mutters 
Involved should huve been thoroughly con- 
sidered; thoroughly discussed. No one could 
calculate the injury that hud becu done the 
mining industry through Its operation, it 
iiud been the deathblow to Kaalo. It hud 
locked up the mines; excluded cuiiital 
brought miners and mluc owners into an 
tngonlem. No benefit could accrue from a 
law thus Introduced. If It hud been pro 
perl.v presented, the inntter would have 
been dilTerent. He hoped now that Ibc 
goveriuiieiit would witJidriiw this legisla- 
tion, ami present it to tlio house I'ulrly, si 
that 11 inlgliL be properly cousldcred— and 
when iiassecl, conimaml the resjicct of the 
coniitry, as In Us present turni (having 
been iiassed as It was) it could iiol. The 
go\eriimenl slioiilil not make ducks and 
drakes of other peojile's properly; tbe.\ 
should not, as In this lustance tb y had 
prevent an honest man from making ai 
honest living. 

He failed to see wherein the taxation had 
been decrenstjd, as declared to be the fact 
iiy the Fluttuce Minister, and In closing, 
said timt while ho could aulte agree with 
thut hon. geutleiuuu In hoping that tlu 
Iiouse should now sit down und do some 
thing for the good of the country, he did 
not think thut tlie governuieiiL us ut pres- 
ent constituted was calculated to bring 
down legislation of a character calculated 
to be of benefit to the province. 

Mil. GllEEN oi-eneil by oongratulatin 
the mover und secoiKier of tlie address 
on their speeches and ciintiuuiug took up 
the eiglit-hoiir law. The government 
niemliers were not arraid to discuss tlie 
eigiit-liolir law. Tlie iiiincs — the big oiieri 
which slioiild not have closed down— luiJ 
closed down, not because of the law, but 
on a (luestion of wages between the niin 
ers aiul iiiiiie owners. U'lu- lueiiibcr.s who 
pretended to be opposed to the- act would 
be given an oiipurtuiiity of expressing 
tlieir opinion un it. All agreed tlint tlio 
schedule s.vuleni was and had not been 
satislactury fur years, and lie felt sure 
tliat thoy would recognize tlic one to be 
introduced us a great iinprovcmenl. In 
his opinion the apiiropriatioiis had been 
spent more uUvantageously last year than 
since he came to the provificc some «ix 
teen years ago. It would not be forgot- 
ten that the members of the opposition 
liad voted with the govcrnmeut on tliat 
eight-hoiu- bill. The open-door policy 
might be very good and he believed it 
was for Great Britain, but here it was 
dilTerent. While American prospectors 
were allowe<l to come into Britisii Coi- 
nmbia uihI prospect anil liold claims with- 
out hindrance, Britishers could not held 
claims in Wnahingtoii v.-ithout first for- 
swearing their al-legiaucc to the Queen. 
It wus not perfect, be would admit, but 
tlio Minister of Finance hud promised 
tliiit it would be amended. Because a 
Cliiiianiuii would escape the .'fj miner's 
tax, it was no reason why n man should 
be taxed .f;") for working in llie mines. 
Keverting to the eight-hour law, lie con- 
tended tliat the miners wiiiited that act 
und wanted it just as it wuij. He hoped 
to hear all members express themselves, 
botli on the eight-tour law'"an(l' the ulien 
aci. 

MR. EBERTf? cet>.Tr:jtiilated the mov- 
er anil seconder of the address on their 
clever speeches. Tlioy had liiid u most 
ilillicult task to perforin, trying to make 
soinctbiug uiit of nothing. He tendered 
tliem hicj congratiiliitions and said they 
did well indeed, , ultbougili. he could not 
agree with all they bad said, being sat- 
isfied that they .had ,' been improperly 
brief ed.. It was ..pleasant' to note the 
good '^eUng- th'iit:- ,8o; f dr.; this session ha d 
■bceii .:Bhowu.] to' the - nieinbers of Jtbe op- 
positioh'being.in "striking cohirast, to that 
shown' aiiring..,tlve}jeleotfpn;Ciimpttign, npd 
ajt. thc.'la.st sosslpii.'. .'Tlli^iii'.t.liey bad been 
treated as ii banil of rtifllans, and accus- 
ed oC iiialadrijinistriition. 

Mr. Deant — Aye; aye! 

Mr, Eberts— The member said aye; 



been ace-used ot maladmittistration, and 
dishonesty by the then opposition press; 
the members of the present government 
and their supporters sitting Quietly by. 
Things had changed, not one member on 
the opi>osite,8ide had stood .up in the 
house anid'-'repeatedstbe.'accusation, know- 
ing that the facts would not support 
them. Why this change? From ii ma- 
joi-ity of six the government majority 
during the interim between the session 
hud fallen off to u possible majority of 
one, and that majority made up from re- 
culcitrant members from the present oi>- 
position. It was preposterous to .say that 
the present government with this possible 
majority of one represented the jK'ople o£ 
British Columbia. They should go to 
the I^icutetinnt-Governor, point out the 
detlections from their supporters, admit 
that they no Jonger represeuted the peo- 
ple and teiuler their resigiiatiou«.

In Caribou it wtis nut wortii '~0 
cents on the dollar; a meniljer wlio liad 
been in .\tlin said it was not worth 5 
cents there, wiiile here it was worth 
/lolliiiig at ail. Were the members of the 
govi-rniiu'iit honest political trndesnien. 
they woiiUl, with this depreciation of 
stock facing theui, make an assignuieut 
to the Lieuteuant-Governor. 

JIajor Kinohant— Will you run in Cari- 
boo 'i 

t^peaker Forster reminded the member 
for Cariboo that such question were out 
of order. 

Mr. Kberts said he wjuld reply t(i the 
question liy saying that tlie linn, member 
wiio liad interrupted would never run in 
Cariboo again. Tukhig up the speeoli 
paragiraph by paragraph he first referred 
to the clause dealing with Atllii and ex 
pressed pleasure at the fact that the min 
ing disputes in that distric'; lisul been set- 
tled honestly and fairly. Anyone know- 
ing Jlr. Justice Irving knew that he 
would do nothing but wlnit he thought 
wus just and right, the government liav 
ing iiiaile a wise choice wlien they ap 
pointed him comniis.sioner to deal with 
tile disputes. The disi)utes had arisen, 
not from any fault of tlie late govern 
ment or altogether from tlie fault of the 
present governuieiit. The Turner gov 
ernmeiit had gone out of power at about 
the time tlie discoveries .were made and 
llierefore it wus foolish to accuse theiii of 
not liavin.g suflieieut forms in the otlicii 
at Bennett, a hundred miles fruin where 
the discoveries were made, to allow of 
clainiK lieing lu-operly recoriieil. 

Clause three speaks of the education 
act and some proposed changes. lie was 
strongl.v in favor of giving the boys and 
girls of tlie province a good liberal edu 
cation free of charge. Every child 
should be given the best education that 
the provifvce' could afford to give. At 
lircscnt tlic (tducatlou systctu took one 
fifth at the revenue of the province. 

Reference had also- been made to the 
lumbering industry. and pfoposed 
changes in the law, but it was impos- 
sible to speak of this also, as no infor- 
mation was given as to the tenor of thi 
clninges proposed. It it would liriii^ 
closer logi'lher the loggers and millmeu, 
and get each their rights, every mem 
l>er wuiilil be in favor of it. He would 
ask the Minister of Finance whether 
the niilimen and loggers had been con 
suited ill regard to the proposed changes? 

.Mr. C^otton— 'i' 

Mr. Eberts — The late government had 
iiilroihiceil legislation in regard to log 
scaiing. He was glad tliat the millinen 
and luggers liad been brought together. 

.Mr. ("otlun— 1 did not say that they 
Iiail bi'i-n brouglit togctlier. 

.Mr. lOlierts lioiied tiiiil tliey would Ik 
bruiiglit tugefher liefore tlie bill was in 
Iroduci'il. 'i'lie speech from the tliroiu 
spoke of remission of tiixntion; tli 
cdulii be no remission of taxation until 
the taxes were in hand. Tile explaiia 
tioii of tlie hull, the Finunce Minister 
was llliit tliey did not gel in all tlii'.\ i 
pecti'd to from the alien and ullier ac 
He tried to make tiie niembers beiie 
tliat tiie niurtgage tax hud nut iiecii coi- 
Jw teil during tlie lust liscai year. That 
was nut true. The tax had been collect 
eil- nil tu the end of the fiscal year nnd 
the public accounts would show it 
When the public , accounts to the end 
of December wore presented to the 
Iiousc it would be found that there was 
a tretncudous. deficit, und if it bad not 
been for the discovery of the AUin dis 
trict the deficit would have been still 
greater. Atlin had contributed over 
ijmo.OdO to the revenue of the province. 

.Mr. (."iitlon — No. 

.Mr. Eberts— Weil, how ranch then 

Mr. Cotton— .fSO.OOO. 

•Mr. Eberts— Well, !i;St),000 is a cousid- 
eriible amount to be added to the reve- 
nue, wliich was on the decline. 

Mr. Cotton— You must take into ac- 
count tlie expenditure. 

Mr. Kiierls — Tlie expenditure amount- 
ed to very litttie. i'ou did not even 
erect it building. The revenue is stead 
iiy going down. 

.Mr. Cotton — That is not so. 

Mr. lOberts said he made the state 
ment, nnd it would be seen to be a fact 
wlieii tlie accounts were brought down. 
Mr. Cotton liad spoken of tlie float- 
ing of last .year's luan and had said it 
wus better than the loan of 18!),"). The 
province had had many loans, some of 
wliicli were llouted nt 7 and Ti per cent. 
In 1801 Mr. Turner had become satisfied 
that British Colutnbia was not properly 
Ireatod as regards loans; he was satis- 
fied that lie could get the money nt .'i 
Iier cent, on inscribed stock. This stock 
wus inscribed by men ot known finan- 
cial ability, and there was no - chance «£ 
any of it going astray. In 1891 the first 
of these 3 per cent, bonds only brought 
86, because British Columbia . was un 
known to the financial world. The cre- 
dit of the country had been increased 
from St) in l.Sill to 1(H wlien the Turner 
government went out of power, 01 being 
llie price obtained f'or the stock tloated 
in 1S03. Any credit, therefore, for im- 
proving the standing of tlie province in 
the financial world was due to Mr. Tur- 
ner ami the richness of the country. The 
present government took credit for get- 
ting a little more of the inscribed stock 
than did the Turner government. If 
tliey had gone before the financiers of 
London without the Inscribed Stock 
Act. introduced by Mr. Turner, they 
woiilil have boon in tlie same position as 
w;is tlie late government in ISOl. In 
the speecli from the throne ut the 
last session of tlie legislature it was 
said tliat the loiin was to be floated on 
different terms than the jtreviouH ones; 
that the govermiieiit did not propose to 
take iuivantage of the Inscribed Stock 
Act. 

Mr. Cotton— Whore does tlie siate- 
ment appeai- that the loan was not to 
be floated under the Inscribed Stoc'Ii: 
Act? 

Mr. .-Eberts— I did not say that you 
used those exact words, but the only in- 
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take advantage of the Inscribed Stock 
Act, but were going to try and float it 
in some other way— iu fact,- I have it 
on the best authority that yoc tried to 
float the loan without the Inscribed 
Stock Act, but failed, and hud to return 
to the bankers who had been engaged by 
the previous government. 

Mr. Cotton-7-I object to you saying 
that we had tu go back to the agents. 

Mr. Eberts objected to persistent and 
tmail interruption. The government had 
tried to take the credit for the increased 
price obtained for the bonds. The men 
who had got the loan were the same as 
those who were engaged by the late gov- 
ernment, aiul the stock was inscribed by 
the said bankers, but the Finunce Min- 
ister tried to lead his followers to be- 
Ii ve that lie and his government got 1 
[i.-r cent. 1,'iiiie for the stock. Ue had to 
fall buck oil the bunkers and brokers 
who had been used by the late govern- 
ment. Everybody spoke well of the 
Bank of British "Columbia. , ' . ■ 

Mr. Cotton— The leader ot the oppoei- 
tion did nut. 

Mr. Eberts protested that Mr. Turner 
had said nothing agalast the Bank ot 
Britisii Columbia; he was one of the most 
loyal supporters of it. 

Mr. Turner— I never spoke disrespect 
fully of the bank. 

Mr. Eberts said Mr. Cotton had tried 
to make out that a great saving bad been 
m.ude through the Minlater of Finance 
not going to London to assist in the float- 
ing of the loan. Mr. Martin had told the 
house that the Minister of Finance was 
ready to go, liaving been advised to make 
the trill, but changed liis plans on account 
of suine friction in tlie government. 

Mr. Cotton— 1 did not intend to go. I 
said at the time that it was IraposKible 
for me to go. 

Mr. Eberf.s— Mr. Turner liaii gone to 
Lumlun in 1801, because the liankers had 
advised liiin tlial it would be well to do 
so. I'roliably it t!ie present Miiiis;ter of 
Finance bad takin the advice of those 
who were in a pusition to know, and had 
gone to Loudon, the province might have 
gut 1 per cent, more for the stock. 

.Mr. Eberts nest dealt with the propos- 
ed change in the subsidy to the Colimi- 
bia iV: U'l'steni railway; the substitution 
of oasli fur tile land grant. He was glad 
to know that the governweut were tak- 
ing up the matter in the manner explain- 
ed by Mr. Cotton, the government is- 
suing liunds and the company accepting 
tlicni as cash. The iirraiigeiiient be- 
tween tile government and the company 
was thai the company was to give up 
their land grant from liohsun to I'entic- 
ton if they received the cash subsidy. 

Mr. Cotton — The government passed an 
oriicr-in-eounell varying the route, the 
act giving them the power to do so. 

Air. Eberti' — The only variation lliat 
could be made in tiie route was a mile 
liere or there, the route not having been 
surveyed at that time. Tlie late govern- 
ment was very anxious to open up the 
Boundary Creek country. It was first 
proposed to run the line straight across 
from llubson to Jlidway, but it wus 
found I but they cunlil not get across, and 
were therefore alloweii to build by the 
way of Kobsou. It was cunsiiiered by tlie 
late government that it tlie.v would got 
the road build for :iO,000 acre.^ a mile it 
would be an excellent thing-, it having 
been given out liiat the Ifunndary district 
wan tlie riciiest in tlie upper country, ami 
thut it was the duty of tlie government 
tu liurry tlie railway to comiiietioii. The 
jiresent government say the.T would take 
liiu-k Ilie land grant, und give the cuin- 
liaiiy ."^l.OUO a mile in cusli. Tin- Turn- 
er government hud niade tlie siinie uffOr 
to the coniiiaiiy, and an agreement had 
alrcad.v lieeii signed • by the i-uiiipaay 
when the hit.' government went out of 
puv. er. The present goverfuiient had said 
that iliey wuiild vary the policy uf their 
liredecessurs, but, instead of that, they 
wore doing ju.st what the Turner iui- 
mlnistmtion would have done. The line 
is 200 miles in lengtli, which woiilii 
meuii .<;SOO,CtlO. At tlio time tlie Turner 
guvi inmeiit made tlic offer, the bonds of 
the province wl-re selling in London at 
Itll, and Iherffore it wuiilil not h:iv 
liceii right at that tiui" tu liave give 
bond-; at par in lieu of the cash. It was 
all very well now. wlieu llie war in iSoutli 
-Vfricii b:iil reduciil t!io value of all se- 
curities tu give bonds at. jiar in lieu of 
cash, if the lion, flic -Minister of I-'inauci 
bad been currecHy repurted, it was the 
intention lu buil'd tu renlictun. He 
cliallciiged liini to bring down papers to 
sliuw thill there was tiuch an .a.icrt'eineiit 
Wlicn ihe 'i'nrncr goveriinient had 
brought down an act authorizing tlieiu to 
give ca.sli in lieu of tlie land .grant, the 
then uppositiun voted no; now tlie.v see it 
wus llie projier thing to <lo, tmd tlicy li:ive 
followed in our luotstejis. 

lie wuuld always eiideavur to I'arry 
out contracts made by previous govern- 
ments; tlie liresent adniinistralion had 
over ridden acts passed by tlie legislature, 
but not without a great deal of trouble. 
He instanced the repudiation of the Vic- 
toria, V'ancmiver Eibstern llailwuy 
Act, and told of the diliiculties that the 
government had had in inducing .sijiiie of 
their I'olioweiis tu vote fur tlie repudiation 
of llnu act. Tile policy of aii.v govern- 
ment in British Coiunibia should be tu 
carry out the constructiiin of railways. 
Wlien he tir^t became a member of tin; 
liouse, tliere were rich iiiiiies in Koote- 
nay, Init no means of getting the ore out 
of the country. The government there- 
lore undertook to build tile Nakiisp it 
Slocaii, the Kaslu and Slocan, the Nelson 
it Fort Sheppard, the Uobson &. MeLsou, 
and other lines, und as a result the re- 
venue from Kooteuay, which ten years 
ago was but .$20,000, was now ton times 
that amount. It was not only the mines 
that had brought about liis change, but 
the consfruction ot railroads through thn 
efl'orts of the late government. 

Kcferring tu the proposition to give the 
l^ouiidary district a member in the li>g- 
islaturo, Mr. Eberts said that all were 
satisfied that Boundary wus entitled to a 
icpresoututive of the best kind, but until 
the act came down it was impossible to 
I'jcpress an opinion as no e.\pltiuatlon had 
been given as to the boundaries of the 
Iiropo.'icd constituency. 'They wore told 
thut Boundary was as rich as the Slo- 
caii country; if that were so, the dis- 
trict should certainly have a representa- 
tive on the iloop of the liouse. 

The speech made - nientlon of a pro- 
posed nmeiidmeut to' tlle'ieoiil? Mines Ite- 
gulatiou Act, " but no explanation had 
been given as to what the changes were 
to be— in fact, it was like pulling teeth to 
get an explanation out of the government 
on any question. Any act that wis pass- 
ed he hoped would be in tlie direction of 
ameliorating the condition of the men 
who work iiiulerground. If the act 
could in any way improve the conditions 
of tliose brave men, he would certainly 
siuiport it. 

■The Licensing Act and the proposed 
changes was next taken up by Mr. Eb- 
erts. The act pa.sscd last setision, lie snid, 
had been foi-eed -ilcwii the throats ot the 
goveriinient, and they were now forced 
by public oiiiiiioii to take ir bnek. The 
men in i\u- rural districts who conducted 
small ho^telries were greatly overchiirg- 
vd liy this act; liaving to .pay i..$J.10 a 
.vi'iir. us cuiiipared with .'iifiO under the old 
act. Some of these hontelrit?s--wiMt> riin 
on a Very narrow margin, the profit being 
little or nothing, while they were u great 
benefit to travellers. There was such a 
hill! and cry after tlie governmcat that 
ihoy were forced to moad their ways be- 
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fore the general election, which they 
lliunghl ci-nid not be long delayed. 

It was proposed, uccoi-diug lu the speech 
from the throne, to open up the Onuneca 
country. With this he uuite agreed, but 
he would like to call the atteiiliou of the 
government and their tollowers to the 
fact that last seBsiou they hud repudiat- 
ed acts which had this object in view. 
The Ashcroft & Cariboo Uailway com- 
pany had been duly organized and thouti- 
unds of dollars subscrilied in Ijondon to 
carry on the work. The act chartering 
this company had been Tcpudiated, and- 
consequcntlv the sclienie to build the 
railway had fallen through. It was 
done because some ot the members 
Ihoiwlit thut the subsidy was too great, 
and tliey wanted the company to come 
back to the legij^laturc and offer to car- 
ry out the work for a smaller land grant. 
It was impossible to get people to do that. 
The reason that there was no highway tu 
Oniineea to-day was because of the re- 
pudiation of that act. It the government 
opened up the Oiuinoca country from the 
(^oast or the Cariboo wagon road, they 
WQulil be doing a great beiietit to British 
Columbia. The southern portion of the 
province hud proved jiiiinensely rieii, 
and once developed, the northern portion 
v.-oulfl be u mine of wealth to the pro- 
vince. It was proposed to open up the 
Omiiieca country by tt ■wagon road 
through the Kitinuiiit valley. The late 
goveriimeut had authorized the building 
of a railway through the Kitimaat val- 
ley and right through to Teslin Lake, uf- 
fe'ring it subsidy of sixteen hundred 
thomsand dollars for the purpose. That 
was a statesmanliki; policy. It would 
have opened up a very rich poritioii ol 
British Coluuibitl, and would have bgiven 
an all-Cauadiaii ruule to the Yukon. The 
government was tu huve received 4 Iter 
cent, of the earnings, and tliis. with the 
taxation of the railway, would have al- 
niusL paid the cost to the government, 
while the Cojist cities ami tiie dislricln 
Mirruiiiidiiig tlieni wonbl have beeiigreat- 
Iv beneliteil by the increased trade. -V 
braiii-h could, easily have been built iiitu 
'the Oniineca country. The iireseut guv- 
ernuienl proposed to build a wagon road 
Ihirtv miles long through the Kitimaat 
\alley; this, be Considered, a measly 
liulic.v, sunietliing like tlie pulley of the 
.Mackenzie governnieul. who ]iroposeil 
using the lakcK and rivers as a inirtion 
of tiie great overland route. The policy 
of tlie Turner governuieiit had met with 
I lie nppriival of the Doniiuiou govern- 
ment, mil! lie was .sure that the federal 
authnriticK wonbl have earrried out their 
Iiroiirsc to help .open up the northern 
country. 

Tiie civil service and the beheading of 
a number of tried und faithful servants 
was next referred to by Mr. Eberts. 
Men who worked off and on for the gov- 
ernuieiit were ulloweil to vote, while 
tried servants were iiol permitted to ex- 
ercise their franchise.' This he consider- 
ed n cruel and unjust law, nnd when 
they iiiipenled to the people the goverii- 
nient would fiud that the large majority 
of voters were of the same opinion. The 
junior member for Victoria had spoken 
of the disfranchisement of the sailors 
and soldiers, Premier Seiuliii was a 
kind and genial gentleman, who no 
doubt triiKl to do what was right, but 
-out.side influences must have been 
brought to bear upon him when he dis- 
mis.sed tried servants of the eruwii. 
Could anybody say that Mr. Archibald 
Dick, late inspector of mines, was not 
an eflicient steward— an honest iiian? 
But he, after 18 years' service, bad been 
suiuniarily dismissed. 3Ir. Koderick 
Tolmie, another old and fuitlifuil ser- 
vant of the guveriiineut, und the most 
ellieient milling recorder British Colum- 
bia ever had, had been thrown out of 
oUice fur some political purposes, and a 
.Mr. McBi^tli put in his place. Nine 
muiiths after Mr. :McBeth took otlice it 
became necessary for the auditor to go 
through his hooks, und they were found 
in such a condition that Jlr. McBeth 
was relieved of his otlice. Jlr. Oosiiell, 
secretary to the Premier, had lieeii drofi- 
ped off (111 II day's notice to make room 
for n lieiicliiunn who could not be elect- 
ed in Dewdne.v, and who had been n?- 
jected in Cowichnn. He would also like 
to ask of the member for Cariboo why 
Mr. Stephenson had been dismissed. 
■Was he guilty of any wrong ox- feloni- 
ous' act? 

The Attorney-General— No felonious 
act. ■ 

'Mr. Eberts was proceeding to refer to 
the dismissal of a Cariboo road boss 
when interrupted by Jlr. Ilelgesen. He 
answered Jlr. Ilelgesen b> reminding 
him that he had never been fiirtlier than 
Quesnelle Forks. He (Mr. Eberts) had 
a letter frpm^BarkorvUle stating that 
if thut hoii,. ge'itlem'an ever visited that 
district ho would get a refresher 
from eggs that hens couldn't batch. 
Then, there was the dismissal of .Mr. 
Sibbald, continued Mr. Eberts, against 
wliicli a large number of citizens of I{o- 
velstoke had entered an objection, and 
what about his successor? 

:\tr. Kellie— He is a better man. 

Mr. Ebert.s— .-\ block of wood would 
suit you better, rolitics were at the 
bottom of the dismissal. 

Mr. Kellie— What about Sibbald? 

Mr. Eberts— i'ou will hear, . enough 
about him; you dare liot malign hirn in 
Itevelstoke. 

The speaker next referred to the nig- 
gnrdl.y policy ot the government in deal- 
ing with hospitals throughout the coun- 
try. They had pinched them so close in 
legnrd to appropriations that it had al- 
most forced several .of them to • close 
down. They- proposed-'to .give them $500 
a year and 50 cents a-; day for; patients. 
The people of Cariboo had stated that 
unless the government gave them more 
money the hospital -would have to be 
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closed, so out of tilt! vote for destitute 
ami sick poiMtiiis tlu? Ciiiihao hospital 
AViis given iin iidditioaal tliousaiul Uol- 
laiD. Then, there had been ^'veat disseu- 
siou in Kainloops over the appropriation 
lor llie hospital at that plaee, uud the 
member for North Vale had broui^ht 
pressure to bear 'ipou the governnient to 
{jet inure. 

Mr. J.)eane — And the ^;overiinient wa.s 
quiu- williii),' to 1,'ive it. 

ilr. lOborls— That is just what i want- 
ed. The i)eO[)lL> forced them to increase 
tlu' approiH-iation. The hon. member 
had K»iu; down on his knees to got more 
money for the hospital. 

iSlr. Deiiiie— What yon say in untrue. 

Mr. Eberls appealed to the Speaker 
agaiust the imiiarlianientary langause of 
tlie lion, member for A'ortli Yale, ainl at 
thb request of the Speaker Mr. Deaiie 
rojtrneted his words, saying that he did 
not ;\vish t6 be unparliamentary, but 
■wheii Mr, Eberts said that he went down 
on Ills keens he was saying something 
not in accordance with the fuctfi. 

THE SPBAJSBR— Does the nn nib. i- 
for South Victoria aocept the e.\-pluna- 
tion ? 

Mr. Eberts accepted. the retraction be- 
cause he was bound to do so. Surely the 
Lou. member did not think that he meant 
that Mr. Ueane had gone down on liis 
liiiees before the members of ihe govern- 
meut; lie liad used the phrase in its gen- 
erally accepted sense. He had always be- 
lieved that men iu the outlying districts 
should be aflorded every convenience in 
the way of hospitals and medical troat- 
ineiit. They pass througli trials which 
people in the cities did not even think of. 
Siiflleiout money shouUl be voted to af- 
ford them good medical atteiulaiici'. It 
were better that the province should lose 
!i!'_'0,()0O than that one of those men 
should lose a linger through not having 
Jielp at tlie proper time. 

Aaotlier act of the government which 
called for comment was the dismissal of 
a muubcr of justices of the peace, men 
who had held the olUce in .some ca.«es for 
twenty years ami had done their best to 
preserve peace in tiicir districts. Iu some 
cases, after prcseure, the goverimient had 
sent' icomtnissions to men who ha<l been 
left. off the list by them, hut these Avere 
promptly refused. 

,.The propositiMi to assist the racltie 
cable was next referred to. This cable 
was to cost $18,000,000, one-third of 
which was to be borne by Canada, one- 
third by the Imperial governmti'nt; 'mid 
the balance by the Australian colonies. 
The Finance Minister, in a desire to 
make himself popular with the people, 
had offered, on beliall" of the province, to 
give a million dollars towards llie scheme. 
This he <lid without an order-in-ci>uncil— 
even with which he would not liavo been 
right ill doing if, it was an unlawful of- 
I'er, and a futile one, for it was never in- 
tended to carry it out. The AuKtralian 
colonies had a lisc.il revenue which Brit- 
ish Cohuubiii had not, and therefore, this 
province coidd not undertake any sinrli 
project. It was non.iensical to say that 
the action of the Finance Minister had 
I'oreed the Imperial gdvernmcnt to move 
in the matter. British Colunihia had 
burdens enough of her own without tak- 
ing up the burdens of the (Canadian (mui- 
fedcration. If the federal government 
did not have suffleiont fuiuls to carry out 
tlie project, the money could be raised by 
indirect taxation in all the provinces of 
the Domthion. <rbe project did not even 
meet •with the approbation ot the mem- 
bers on the government side. Tlic only 
satisfaction the member for North Yale 
could get out of it being that the province 
had got a little cheap advertising. 

The hon. gentleman pointed out that 
the mining committee had voted against 
th(> eight-hour clause being inserted in 
the Mining Act. He believed that the 
duty of the leijUlature was to anKdiorate 
the condition of all men working niidor- 
grouml. If eight hours was long enough 
for men to work, all right; but the chiuse 
should not have been inserted by subter- 
fuge, and in the last hours of the ses- 
sion. Notice shoubl lia\e been given to 
all <'oncern('d, for whether good or bad 
it hiiil caused a great deal of trouble in 
tin.' mining districts. Men were not get- 
ling their wagits, and railways not heiiig 
able to meet their just demands. The 
Nalaiap & Sloean railway, 40 per ci'iii. 
of the earning of which came to the pro- 
vince, would not return half as much this 
year as during previous years, as the 
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Sl'ican country, from ■which it -was fed, 
WHS practically closed ■up by the eight- 
hour law. It was the duty of the gov- 
ernment 'to bring'' tttS' 'I miners and the 
mine owaOrs together , and endeavor to 
have the queetiou satisfactorily settled. 

In closing, Mr. Eberts referred to the 
war in South Africa, and the willingness 
ot Canadians to go there and light for 
their Queen and country. Terrible as 
was the war, it was a great object les- 
son, and would do much to cement the 
dilTereiit jiortions of the lOmpire. He 
could not do better Xw said than dose 
with the worlds of the National Anthem:

(I I' .Mr. lOberts' speech, referred to the 
Inngua.u'e usi'd by Mr. Deane in inter- 
niptiii.g ^tr. lOberts, and said that there 
bad been c(aisideriil)le uiiparliamentar.v 
language usi'd during the session, anil 
hereafter he wmilil have to put it down. 

.MK. IIIOLMCKKN, aftia- congratu- 
lating the mover and seconder of the ad- 
dress, rrferriMi to the slatem(>nt that 
tlieri> was an alliance bidweeu the op- 
pisition part.v and ^Ir. .rosei)h .Martin. 
There was no such aliianee, and he hop- 
ed the 1,'overnmeiit members would cease 
stating it, as it created a false impres- 
sion. Uegardiiig ('otninunications winch 
li:id i);issed between himself and the 
I'lcmier. referred to b.v Mr. Iliggins, he 
sidil there was no suggestion by the 
I'lemier in those communicat ion.s of any 
<l<ii.irture from his policy. He would 
like to have heard from the members 
from the interior on many questions nf- 
fecting their part of the province, and 
pai'ticnlarly the eight-hour law. Mr. 
(ireon had asked for the views of the 
iipposition members; the member for 
Knslo should be able to inform the 
house on that ouesti.on, as it affected his 
district more than liny other. But not 
one word had ho uttered which would 
show the necessit.y for the measure. He 
would also like to hear from Mr. Kel- 
lie. for, to intelligently iliscuss it, they 
must have the views of those who are 
directly iiitercatod. He would like to 
Idiow who it was who had introduced 
the clause. Was it the ' Minister of 
Mines? 

.Mr. Hume — Yes; I introduced it nt an 
evenin.g ses.sion. 

^Ir. Helmcken— It liiid been Intro- 
duced, but nobody liad ever given any 
reason for its introduction. It was 
time now to call a liiilt and see what 
was to he done, for something must be 
(lone to aineliornte the conditions brought 
iiliou.t by it. No reference was made to 
the measure in the journals of the 
linuse, and yet the Financ(> Minister had 
gone to Kootcnay and told a reporter 
that due notice had been given of the 
nu'asure. It had become law before 
some of the members knew what it 
was about. If an error, it was the duty 
of the legislature to remedy it; while, if 
it was to be retained, the goveriuneiit 
should give reasons for so doing, parti- 
cularly in view of the petition pn'scnted 
by the companies whicli had invested 
millions in the mines of the province. 

It being almost six o'clock, Mr. Hel- 
nukon moved the adjournment of the 
debate, hut the Premier stated that it 
wns the intention to Hold an evening ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Turner thought that some notice 
should have been given the members 
that nn evening session was to be held, 
as a number of them bad made engnpo- 
monts for the evening. 

Other members, including Mr. Pren- 
tice, asked that the house should not 
meet in the evening, but the Premier 
was obdurate, and the finest ion went to 
a vote, and was carried by 18 to 17, Mr. 
Prentice voting with the opposition, and 
Messrs. Higgiiis and Joseph Martin be- 
ing absent. 

The house rose nt G o'clock, to moot 
again at 8:30. 



THE I5VBNI|1G SESSION. 

Pairs wore much in evidence when the 
house resnined last evening, and it was 
not until the sitting had well advanced 
that a fair proiiortion of the nieinbers 
W!is bad on the tloor of the chamber. By 
llie lime lli;it the loiig-antici|iated di- 
vision arrived, however, both parties 
mustered in virtually strength, the only 
absentees being the two Independent-Op- 
positionists (Messrs iMartin and Hig- 
giiis), and ^Il•. Prentice, of the govern- 
ment side, the absence ef lh(> latter gen- 
tleman being especially <'onimenli'd iiiioii 
in tlie gnlleries, as it lia<l been reported 
Slime ten days ago tli.al be would not 
vote in favor of the speerb as it was pre- 
sented. 'I'lie feature of the evening— 
lliat is the first feat ore-— u-as incidental 
to llie presenttltion by Premier Scmliii of 
a telegram from Sir \\'ilfrid Laurier. iji- 
fereutially signifying acceptance of Brit- 
ish Columbia's offer of mounted men 
for South Africa'; while the most ani- 
mated and signilieaiit debate of the ses- 
sion developed just prior to the adjourn- 
ment, when the passage of the reply "as 
It whole" was forced through by the 
Speaker's decision — despite the protest 
of the minority that such procedure wns 
against -tb? practice and .rules of all 
parliamentary J)odle8. 

Mr. Helmcken, continuing his rn- 
innrks, dealt effectively with the ipies- 
tion of this eight-hour \a.\\' in its results 
to the mining industry, urging iluit steps 
he taken to secure a termintition ot the 
existing conlliet between capital and 
labor. III! then dealt with the proposal 
to amend the cduciition system, hoping 
the government -would ere long take into 
consideration the setting apart of a por- 
tion of the public doinain for school pu;'- 
poHcs, and regretted that the government 
had not indicated some plan or policy 
for the opening up of Vancouver Island 
and the e.^tension of the railway to its 
northern end. He touched upon the par- 
tiality that had been evidenced against 
Victoria in the cancellation of the vot- 
ei-s' lists; and, referring to British Co- 
lumbia's offer of troops for the front, 
asked if Premier Senilin had not receiv- 
ed some information at least that the 
British Columbia Contingent, would be 
accepted. 

Premier Se,inlin, craving pennission 
fur a brief reply, said it wns only since 
the house had been- sitting .dnrio^ the 



evening that h'j had received any de- 
hnite word from Ottawa, this being in 
the form of a telegram tropi tj^jDomin- 
iojt I'reniier, which read: • » -• 
Hon. C. A. Semlin,' Victoria : 

Minister of Militia baa. ■referred your 
telegram to me. Cannot give an aiinwer 
to-day. "SVe are inquiring if we can se- 
cure "transportation on steamers already 
chartered for your men. 

(Sd.) WIIiPRID LAUKIEIl. 

The message was received with general 
applause, and ■ ■ ; " v 

Mr. Macpheraon foUowed-.'dn, dealing 
almost wholly with the railway and land 
bargains of the Into government, which 
he specifically and generally condemned. 
His speech was very largely a repetition 
of his "Crow's Nest" speech of former 
sessions. 

In reference to the eight-hour law, Mr. 
:\l!u plierson denied that this was a piece 
of legislation with - which the mining 
committee had had anything to do— it was 
attached to the Inspection of Mines Act. 
He denie<l that 'ihe operation of this act 
had been responsible for disaster in the 
Sloean, and for his part said that he did 
not wish to have the much-disnussotl 
sttltute altered in any way. Ho charged 
that the oppoiiitiou were coquetting with 
the mine owners for support, on an un- 
derstanding that if the government were 
defeated, the act— while it would not be 
repealed— would be so maiiipuhited as to 
become inoperative. He claimed that the 
mines most interested could well afford 
paying workmen .fH.aO per day of eight 
hours, citing the fiict that they were on 
a dividend-paying basis in proof ot this 
contention. 

The amendment was then given to the 
vote, and negatived on a division of 18 to 
IG— Messr.-;. Miirtin, liiggius and Pren- 
tice being the absentees— the record be- 
ing as follows: 

Angainst — Messrs. Henderson, Semlin, 
Cotton, Wells, .Macplierson, Smith. It., 
-Martin. ,1. M., Tisdall. Deane, Hume, 
.McKechnie, Kellie, Kidd, Kinehant, Ilel- 
gesen, Green, Munro, Neill — 18. 

h'or— Messrs. Pooley, Booth, Duns- 
miiir, Hnll, Robertson, Clifford, McBride, 
15aker, Turner, Eberts, Smith, A. W.. 
Hryden, Ellison, Irving, McPhillips, and 
Helmcken— 10. 

On the main motion being put, 

.V: lorney-General Henderson continuiHl 
the ihdiate, lirst of all dealing with his 
])ersoiial position in Ihe house; asserting 
that he h.ail been elected as an independ- 
ent, not its a supporter of Mr. Turner; 
and claiming that the fact of his return 
by acclamatinii on the occasion of his 
selection for the cabinet indicated the 
approbiit ion of his constituency for liis 
course. He I'ontended that ;\Ir. Martin 
wns ab:-iilulrly wrong in his definition of 
the position of Ihe Columbia & Western 
grant — the best legal opinions were ad- 
verse to him, and he would leave their 
interpretation to ,'iiiy of the legal mem- 
bers of the opposition — and, referring to 
the present war of the lOinpire in elo- 
ijjicnt terms, commentisl on the fact that 
eight membci's of the company of wliicli 
he hail the honor to he caiitain were now 
in South .Vfrica tightine- for Queen and 
Hag, nil city in all the Ooniininn, of its 
size, turning out more or better mili- 
tary iiiark»;men than New Westminster. 
The eight-hour law received passing, and 
somewhat vague and general attention at 
his hands, and in conclusion lie moved the 
previous qiicstion, terminnting the de- 
bate. The speech was accordingly dis- 
posed of on the same division as before, 
af 11.43. 

It was when the Spcaiccr proceeded 
to read, or rather "take ns read," the 
speech and reply as .a whole, that Mr. 
Pooley lirst of all entered a vigorous 
protest. Ho had anticipated, and ho de- 
niiiijded that the reply be disposed of 
eliiuso by clause, as -i^as the usual cus- 
tom. 

.Mr. Sjieaker replied that it hnd been 
decided that the reply was to be taken 
as a whole. 

Half a dozen members of the opposi- 
tion wanted to know when such a de- 
cision had been reached. 

.Mr. .Speaker said that it had not been 
formally put to a vote, but he had ask- 
ed the house, and the house had aciiui- 
esced in this method of disposal. He 
had interpreted the feeling of the house 
to be in favor of dealing ■with the repl.v 
"as a whole," and so ruled that it must 
be treated thus — although admitting that 
no motion had been formally passed in 
this direction. 

To such a ruling. .Mr. lOberts wished 
to (Uiter an emphatic protest. He was 
one member who had agreed to no such 
proposal. He claimed the right of deal- 
ing with the several sections of the 
speech (or the reply) in their order, and 
defied Mr. Speaker oi- any member of 
the house to contradict with authority 
his right to have the reply rend scrintim. 
He sincerely hoped that this ruling 
would not be taken as a precedent iiy 
liny future Speaker In British Colum- 
bia's legislature. 

Mr. Speaker— I have already disposed 
of the matter. 

Mr. Tii.-ner— .\nd what is your decis- 
ion? 

Jfr. S[ii'aker— That it be taken as a 
whole. 

.Mr. Turner- W(dl 1 regret to see that 
1 have lived to see such a ruling given 
in this iinrllament. 

Mr. Pooley — I am quite aware of 
amendment offered and negatived im- 
plies that the matter was intend(-d to be 
taken as a whole. T asked the house if 
they would take it as a whole, and the 
bou:ie decided to. 

Mr. I'ooley— I siiy in all honesty and 
nil sini'crity I never he.'ird that state- 
ment, that pro])Osal, made from the 
chair, and 1 claim my right to idiject 
to the reply being taken up as a whole. 
It is quite possible that we nitiy desire 
to Miiiend some of the clauses. 

Mr. Sneaker— P>ut the speech is passid. 

Mr. Pooley — I am quite awaiire of 
that: wi niiiy not take from, but we 
we may add to the paragraphs, 'i'liat is 
what wc hail in view. 

.Mr. Turner raised a similar objection. 

So did Mr. Eberts. 

These three gentlemen . were busied 
with nuthoritioH for Mr. Speaker's as- 
sistance when that gentleman suddenly 
called the question. There was a chor- 
us of government"'¥ea8,'' and—, 

Mr. Pooley protested . with incrcnsed 
vigor at the attempt of a'partizan Speak- 
er to deprive the minority of their con- 
stitulioniil rights. He should foci 
bound, as a measure of emphatic protest, 
if Mr. Speaker insisted in bis unfair 
stand, to ask all members of the opposi- 
tion with him to leave the chamber. 

"There is no iinfairnpss about it," said 
Ihe Speaker. "I asked if the house would 
take it as read, and it wns so agreed." 

"No." said !Mr. Pooley. 

"No," came from Mr. Booth. 

"No." answered Mr. 7'urner. 

"No,'' added Mr. Eberts. 

Mr. Booth wished to cite nutliorities — 
so dill Mr. Pooley. and Mr. Eberts, and 
Mr. Turner. Mr. Speaker would not 
receive them. 

"The r-hair has decided," he said. 

^Ir. Turner apiiealed against this rul- 
ing in order to let the world see that 
the opjiosition had protested emphatical- 
ly against such, tyrannical proceedings. . 

The Chair ^Tyns sustained by the 18-16 j 
vote. ' ' • ■' 

Mr. Speaker iinally put the main mo-, 
tion to the houses and.it waa'Corr|cd,,bn 
thf same vote. •■ . i:;/ ; •■ V. ' 
' ' In asking, thnt- the names be recorded^ 



Mr. Turner announced that he had al- 
ways hitherto regarded the 'British Co- 
lumbia 'Assembly as a; house in which 
the hiinOrfty were protected in their cdn-f 
Btitutioual rights. This was the first le- 
gislature in the British Empire that had 
placed itself on record as saying that u 
minority should not have its rights. It 
had destroyed its reinitation on this oc- 
casion, and wiuild be held up to the 
scorn of future generations of British 
Columbians. 

Tliere was some further sharp cross- 
tiring as to Mr. Speaker's action and the 
hoiisi' then adjourned half an hour af- 
ter midnight till Monday.

He Carries Burden Shirked 
by Colleagues.

CoiitiuiiiuK his defence of the tinancuij 
and general policy of the government 
front the point at which the Colonist's 
report of his Thursday speech left him 
yesterday moruiug; 

The Minister of Finance nest took up 
the ^5,000,(K)0 loan, allowed by the billn 
of ISO" and ISOS. The estimates prepar- 
ed by the hon. leader of the oppo.-ition 
which came down to the end of .lune, 
1899, left, at that date, a deficit of about 
a million aud three iiuiulers dullais. In 
the tail of the I'lililic Works Loan Act, 
ot 1S98, amending tlie act ui JS1)7, there 
was a clause to the effect that any bal- 
ance of the moneys raised thereunder, 
not required for the payment of the rail- 
way subsidies authorized should be ap- 
propriated in such manner as tlie legis- 
lature might from time to time authorize 
and direct, either on the constriielioii of 
roads aud public means of coniinunica 
tiou, or other public work.s. Tliat was 
tlie way in wliich the hon. geatleiiiau 
thouglit he would tide over till the next 
session, lint, as a niUtter of liu-t, as .Mr 
Carter-Coltou had pointed out in ISDT 
he did not think the goveniiiieiit t-ould 
touch any of those moneys for ordinar.v 
public works uutil tliey knew exac-tly 
wh.it tliey had to Jiay out for siilwidies, 
and knew e.\aetiy wliat the balance was. 
Out of the .'?,>,000,OUO tbere would, in 
round figures, be .'i!S40,0tX) available if 
the companies carried out their works 
and were i!iititled to their .subsidies, 
h'roin tliat, they would have to take the 
comniiKsioa and charges for negotiating 
the Joan, which wouild have amounted to 
between .$400,000 and $500,000, so that 
the amoilut available, actually, would 
not have amounted to more than $400,- 
000. 

In order to satisfy himself how thi« 
matter stood when the government came 
into olUce, and was confronted witli 
large deficit, he submitted this matter 
privately in London to a bank aud asked 
tbem to take the opinion of tlieir solicitor 
He had given tlie decided opinion that no 
money could be ndvaiieed until after the 
subsidies were paid; and furtlier tliat thi' 
wording of the clause "in such manner 
as the legi/ilature may direct" ro(|uired a 
direct act of parliament saying tliat the 
govermuent was autlioriKcd to expend tlie 
mon(>y iirovided in this bill in this way. 
The hoii. gentleman waxed virtuously in- 
dignant over the fact that there was a 
statement in tlie loan tliat notwithstand- 
ing tlie remission ofMaxatiou the revenue 
of the country was well inaintainud. He 
was (luite wrong. There was a consider 
able falling off from whiit the govern 
ment expected to get for Free Slinenj' 
certificates. That was after the discov- 
ery of AUiu. lie would just give a few 
figures. In January, 1S90, the 4ssue of 
Vvec Miners' certificates increased over 
January, 1898, no less than 75 per cent 
The Alien Act had not been iiassed then 
I'\'bruary felt that differenct: to the ex- 
tent of 1:5 per cent, as compared with the 
Huine month in the previous year. .March 
showed a furtlier falling off of 1\<' per 
cent. In April it fell off 15 per cent. In 
.Ma.v it increa.sed in eonse(iuenc(.' of the 
fact that tlie law referring to I'^ree Jlin- 
ers' certilieates required those certificates 
to be taken out afresh, though in his 
opinion as Finance Jliuister they were 
not retiuired to do that. It went up 30 
per cent. Cliat uiontli. In .Tune it increas- 
ed S!;. per cent., also in conseciuence of 
that opinion. That shown that there was 
a considerable remi.ssion in the way of 
miners' licenses. 

Mr. Turner claimed that the Finance 
Minister had not shown it. 

Hon. Mr. Carter-Cotton — I think these 
figures show it. 
Mr. Turner — I cannot see how. 
Hon. Mr. Carter-Cotton — That is what 
I nay— we cannot make you understand 
it. 

Mr. McPihillips asked the Finance Min- 
ister it these figures did not prove that 
the policy of the Placer Mining Act was 
bad. 

Hon. Mr. Carter-Cotton's reply was in- 
audible, lie wont on to note that the 
leader of tlie opposition had made a great 
attack on the government for the way in 
whicli it had negotiated the loan, and 
compared the price lie had obtained for it 
with llie price obtained by that hon. gen- 
tJeiuaii for his la.st loan. The hon gentle- 
man knew very well that lie could not 
substantiate what he had said, namely, 
that the loan was not a successful opera- 
tion. It was not a matter of argument- 
it was a matter of figures; but, as the 
lion, geutleuian had placed his views and 
liis opinions before the house, he would 
read to the house a fcliort extract from a 
letter received from thi) board of direct- 
ors in London of the Bank of British Co- 
himbia, by Jlr. Gillespie, the manager of 
the bank in Victoria. Kvery hon. mem- 
ber in the house knew that .such an opin- 
ion from such a quarter was entitled to 
great weight. The eitract read as fol- 
lows : 

"As intimdted to you per our cable ad- 
vice of She 4th instant, the new ;{ per 
cent, stock as issued liy public tender on 
.Monday hist, lOtli instant, to the' (extent 
of .E.'MO.OOO at uiiiiinuira jiriec? of Oij, 
the provincial government is to be con- 
gratulated on the succe.s« of the issue, 
whic'li wa« anade in the fac(> of a some- 
what strjngeut money market, and a con- 
secjuently fnll stock market. So much 
was this the case that Nova Scotia's ;! 
per cent, laiiii, since offered at a minimum 
of £05 and liaeked by the National I'ro- 
vineial Bank of Knglaud witii its (Mior- 
inous clientele, (mly realize*! an average 
price of il.vy, (£!)5 irxs.) while 
a Cardiff corporation Ihsuo at 2'J'i per 
-cent, offered :it coirld not be iin<ier- 
written at all, aii<l had to be withdrawn. 
W'f inist. therefore, that the govenimont 
olliidals in your city will re.'ilize that, un- 
der the circumstances, their issue ban 
been a, very successful one." 

TTie hon. gentleman opposite had asked 
if he could jiive him other opinions. He 
could gIVe hira .the opinion of .the genera! 
manager of the Bank of Montrciil, the 
largtfit financial institution In the Domin- 
ion. He could also tell Ihim that the 
fieconcl or third largest bank in London 
volnntnrlly 'communicated with", the -gov- 
ernment- nnd"'OffnredtO'toko^.the-loan at I 
a &x6{l price ,df 93. > Thnf 'nn'dfer the clr- 1 



cunistaiice8lwaa'*?a3'.i'(Tery good price to 
offer. He cotild also refer the hon. gen- 
tleman to the general manager of the Im- 
perial Bank, who told him himself that 
he did not think they could have obtained 
anv price like U« in the condition of the 
market at the time. He therefore 
thought the hon. gentleman was in the 
minority. The leader of the opposition 
had said "that thev ouglit to get a good 
deal more for a loan in 1890 than he got 
in 1895." He knew very well that the 
money market had changed entirely; that 
all securities, especially colonial and for- 
eign state t^ec|LUi!u;s had fallen very 
largely. By the last niail two London 
tiiiancial papers came to hand wWch em- 
phasized this matter. 

The Minister of Finance then read an 
extract from the liondon Money Market 
lieview of December 23, last, showing 
that the altered conditions of the money 
market since ISIMJ had caused a heavy 
depreciation in all classes of government 
pccurities. "While moaey in 1895 and for 
many months afterwards was a drug in 
the market, investors freely purchased 
government securities bearing 3 per cent, 
interest, and all colonial stocks advanced 
in price. But when that period of busi- 
ness stagnation— which had its origin in 
the Baring coHapsc-^iad passed away 
and activity again prevailed so that hun- 
dreds of industrial and other companies 
secured what capital they required, the 
fonilitions rapidly changed. Investors 
were no longer content with 3 iK'r cent., 
but souglit to diKpo.se of their government 
stocks in order to invest in .securities giv- 
ing better returns. .Vs a result all cl.".sses 
of government stocks declined, con.soIfi 
anionsr t!;c nuujber, which had fallen 
fioiii about 112 to below par. Quoting 
from the .Money Marliet Itoview of De- 
cember 30, last, the .Minister of Finance 
.showed th;it Canadian 3 per cent, stocks 
ba<i fallen from KM to !•'.!; Cape of (iood 
Hope 4 iier cent's, from li;!',4 to 10;t; 
Natal 3 per cent's, from 104 to 9-1; New 
South Wales ■'! per cent's from lOlVi to 
ilS; Now Zealand ;{ [R>r cent's, from 99',4 
to 95; Queensland 3 per cent's, from 98'/i 
to 94; 'Taeniauia 4 per cent's, from 115 
to lOflf; Victoria a¥i per cent's, from 
107% to lOO'/j: West Australia 3 per 
cent's, from 97J/i to Oil!:. 

-Viiother matter about tlie loan he must 
refer to in order to show how the present 
issue worked out compared with the loan 
made in 1805. The lender of the opposi- 
tion netted for ovorv hundred pounds of 
.stock, 91.58; he (Mr. Cotton) netted 
0.'{.41. He thought the hon. gentleman 
would find it vei-y ditlicult to show how 
bis last loan was a greater advantage to 
the province than the loan of last year. 

The Minister of Finance passed on to 
deal at great length with the Pacific 
cable matter. When it Was announced 
in the paiiers of .this prorinee and of the 
Dominion that the government bad Ulc- 
gniiihed an offer to Sir' Wilfrid Laurier 
to subseribe .fl.OOO.OOO towards the I'a- 
cilic cable on tlie same terms a.s were 
pro|>oned by tlie Australian c(donies, there 
was somewhat mixed comment. Some 
papers, the Colonist among thi'iii, ap- 
planded the action and said it was wise 
and patriotic. Others took the opposite 
view. Afterwards the party lasli was 
brought into play and those papers of the 
oppii;ii;ioii wliich had venlured to favor- 
aldy criticit-e the government's action 
were biouglit into line to condemn it as 
an attempt uneoiistitutionnllv to appro- 
priate .'Jl.OOO.OOO without the" -sanction of 
the house. These gentlemen wasted a 
great deal of eloquence saying that the 
money could bo bettor invested on roads, 
trails and bridges in the province. lie 
had never replied to them either in the 
newspjipers or on the platform, .-iiul 
he hoped they were quite eatiaficd, as he 
was sure the government -was, with its 
action on that occasion. It gave him tin? 
greatest ploasiire possible to eay that the 
boil, third member ^or Vanconver, -Mr. 
JIaniii, was heartily in accord with the 
action of the goveniinont. That showed 
that liiis views w-cre not a.s narrow as 
tliose of some members of the other side 
of the house. What were the facts'.' 
Tlie govcrniiieiit never proposed to h iiid 
over one million dollars of casli. or even 
one dollar to tlie Imperial governnieiil, or 
aii.y other government for the purpose of 
aiding in the constniclioii of a I'ai'iiic 
cable. He .then referreil to the peculiar 
circiniistaiices ot the I'iicilic cable mat- 
ter at the time the offer was made. As 
wan Well known, the KohiMUe was t'oriini- 
laied by the Ottawa con fereiice in 1894. 
It was proposed that the Imperial govern- 
ment .slunild assume one-third of the cost; 
Canada one-tliird; and the .\ustralian 
colonics one-third. The biL-iis of the 
wliolo scheme was that not one dollar of 
money shouUl be found by any colony, 
but that Imperial cable stock should be 
ifisucd nt a rate not exceeding 2Vj per 
cent. It wns estimated that the cost of 
the cable nt that time would be about 
.?9,000,000 and the total cost for interest 
wonid only be about .?17,"),0()0 per year. 
The colonies agreed to turn .all th(Mr cable 
business over that route. It was esti- 
mated that this business alone \voul<l 
practically anstu-c tlie cable from being 
worked at a loss while the cheapening of 
rates as compared with the monojKily 
that existed would bnng a large business 
to the new cable. It was endorsed by 
everyone. Tlie Ka.stern Telegraph coni- 
pany with its ffreat parliamentary in- 
duen(je retarded tlu' .scheme, and at last 
the Australian colonies intimated that as 
nothing had been acliievc-d they would 
withdraw and try to get hotter communi- 
cation from another source. 

It was at tiii-s moment that this govern- 
ment thought it would be wise, patriotic, 
an(l ill the best interests of this province 
to intervene. The Imperial governnienl. 
\vliile aduiilting that it had committed 
itself to endorsing the .scheme, appeared 
unwilling to oppo.se the powerful 
iidluences of the Eastern Telegraph Com- 
pany so it said it would make an annual 
grant. But that was departing from the 
onginnl proposition and if it was done 
would require .the whole negotiations to 
be gone over again. This government 
stepped in ,then and telegraphe<l to Kir 
Wi.frid Laurier that theVovince pro- 
posed to subscribe for $1,000,000, on the 
same terms as the Australian colonies 
hiul entered into. 

Immediately Sir Wilfrid Laurier re- 
ceived that, he communicated the ccui- 
tcnts Of it to Sir Sandford Fleming and 
otlHT parties interested. They telegraph- 
ed the whole matter over to London, say- 
ing that if the Iniiierinl «ovcruinent hesi- 
tated any longer British Columbia was 
ready to do something in order to save 
the wliole scheme from collapsing. That 
raised such enthusiasm. nn(.'li a determin- 
ation throughout Great Britain that tli" 
government wa.s compell..Nl to reconsider 
Its decision, and within a short time in- 
timated that it would come into the pro- 
position as originally pas.sed; that was to 
say, Jt would take a one-thir<I fihare in 
the matter. Hon. gentlemen on the 
otlHT side had said that the Briii.sli Co- 
lumbia ^'ovLTiimeiit had made a magiiifi-

cent bluff to force the government to 
come to time. While that was not cor- 
rect, its action certainly li.-id the eflVct of 
bringing aliont what was desired. After 
dwelling on the iioiiit that niercliants 
were haiidicaiiped for want of the caV>le. 
Mr. Carter-Cotton showed liow necessary 
direct cable ciimmunication was. 

Colonel Bilker remarked that it seemed 
that the government did not propiwe to 
pay .$1,000,000 for this cable; it only pro- 
posed to tiiidertakii..the liability to pay it. 

Hon. .Mr. Curter-Cottou — ^he scheme 
was thi.s. It was estimated that the 
cable woirld cost about $9,000,000 and 
that was Je be divided into eighteenths. 
The whole money was to be rained by a 
Commission, which yon ■will hoc has now 
been appointiyd. A block of stock to be 
culled Imperial Cable Stock, was to be 
issued for the whole cost of the cable, 
bearing the guarantee of the Imperial 
and other governments interested, and to 
bear interest at the rate of 2M; per cent. 
What we proposed to do was to take one 
million dollars of that sulwcriptioii. It 
proposed to assume no c(uitingeiit liabil- 
ity other than that. It uc'ver would 
have iiaid any money. It wouUl never 
have thought" of giving ,$1,000,000 in 
cash, nor evii !f50,(IOO. 

I>et me dwell on the constitutional 
point. Tlie governnient was attacked for 
not caliing the liou.so together and asking 
permission. We have strong precedents 
for taking the course we did. Lord 
Beaconsfieltl, wli"n he bought tho Suez 
canal shares actuaily borrowed tlio 
money without authority from parlia- 
ment because he saw it was a great op- 
portunity to further the interests of tho 
country. The premier of the Austral- 
ian governments and Sir Wilfrid Lanr- 
ier's government took the same po«itlon. 
Tho parliament of Cannda has since as- 
sented to the proiioaition. .Yll these at- 
tacks about unconstitutional methods 
thus fall to the ground. 

Now there i.s little i>er.soiial matter that 
strikes me from a ludicrous point of view 
and th.it is that 1 should be attacked in 
this lunise and in the press for iloiug the 
Work of the two lieavi<'st deiiiirtmeiits of 
tile govenmient for the one salary. I 
tliink wlieii the iiKitter is explained, hon. 

g. '.'ntleuieii Instead of attacking iik? will be 
inclined to thank me. -Vs the third mem- 
ber for Vaacoiiver (.Mr. JIartin) said, il 
was (.'oiii-iidered desirable to relieve the 
premier of the heavy work entailed by 
the a;lniinistratioii of the Lands and 
Works Dfiiartment, which was much 
lieavier la.sl year because of the fact that 
practically for several years that de- 
partment/has had no ministerial head. 
,.My eolleagiicK and many members on tlii^s 
sitlo of the house, <liscusscd the matter 
aud urged me to undertake the position 
temporurilj-. The hon. third rocmbcr for 
Vancouver was one of the strongest to 
urge iiie to tal:;' the position. I took it 
very relnclaiilly. At first 1 refused. Af- 
terwiirds 1 said I would take il. It was 
proiKiscd llial the Minister of Mine.* 
shoulil relieve me of the Finance Depart- 
menl t~o as to allow me to carry on the 
Lands and Works Depiirtnieiit, but he 
declined al'ter'wardH. Then came that 
little iiii|)leasiintn(!ss and naturally mat- 
ters stood in iliat way and up to the pn.'- 
sent time 1 have carried on llie two du- 
ties. I <'an see nothing to be ashamed of. 
I know I liavi- done my work faithfully, 
and I think I have done it well. (Hear, 
hear.) Ilun. members have always fouml 
nie uj) to the time with my work— able to 
give them information and doing my best 
for the province, and I think they will 
ack!iowle<Ige, a« other have done out- 
side, that neither of the depiirlments has 
suffered beca^^e I have uiidertaken to 
do the work of both. I have commenced 
the Tc-organizalioa of the Lands and 
Works Department. I have divided it 
into two parts, making the Lands one de- 
partment and tlio Works another. If I 
am spared a short time longer I think 
liio whole matter will be in shape and 
the results will bo apparent to every hon. 
member. 

Touching next on the flubject of e<lu- 
catioii, the .Minister of Finance said that 
reference had been made to this matter 
in the Speech from the Throne and tho 
government would whortly bring down a 
hili in which hon. gentlemen would see 
the changes proposed to be made. He 
might say that their nature w;is some- 
what of the kind indicated by Colonel 
Baker. He feit eonfideul that When the 
bill was put before them hon. member.s— 
vealiziiig that something iinist lie done to 
Ii'Se-^en thf' biir.leii now falling on the pro- 
vince — would agree with the goveriiineiiit 
that these changes were desirable. He 
<'<uild speak with personal knowledge of 
(he feelings of some of the towns. At 
Itossland. wliieh he visited la^t year, they 
were very anxious for such a change as 
the government proposed to make, wliich 
would give the local bodies greater con- 
trol over .their sciiools and would, liy this 
means, imliice greater economy than was 
possible when this matter was managed 
by u government department. 

He noted that there had been a great 
de.'il of comment because no mention of 
agriculture was found in 1lie Siieech 
from the Throne. Tlic members of .the 
farmerfi' institutes who Iiad laiely been 
meeting in the city, had been gooil en- 
ough to pass a vote of thanks to him as 
Minister of Agriculture, for the work he 

h. 'id done. He h;id not been able to do as 
niucii as bo would hnvb liked to have per- 
formed. He co-ui<l. however, say in re- 
gard to fruit-growing, for instance, that 
the department liad organized a s.vstt^m 
whereby the province would .see this com- 
ing season the expfjrt of fruit to Mani- 
toba ;iiid the Northw(Y;t would be Jui't on 
a sounil commercial basis. 1'liere were 
other iijip.>riaiit matters under negotia- 
tion in the eonsideratioa of whicli he had 
been niuch iiidebtetl to members of the I 
fanners' institutes. The farmers were | 
realizing i.ioi e and more the uselessness 
of fadi-i such as (lie cheap money delu- 
sii^ii of the late governmeivt.. There were 
many matters on which:. the government 
and tlu'y could co-operate ■ to mutual ad- 



vantage. The former Avere now in a bet- 
ter position than they had been 
for a long time. They were able 
to buy iiaproved stock, jnit up Iietler 
bams and in othur ways carry on their 
business to more advantage than they 
could a few ycarw ago. (Hear, hear.) 
He would be prepared next year to meet 
the Central Farmers' Institute and per- 
sonally di.scu.s,s with the members mut- 
ters of importance. 

He felt that he need not .=ay anything 
about the eight-hour law. It had be<3n 
a matter of great regret to himself and 
to every member of the government that 
misunderstandings ..should, have arisen l^o- 
tween.the :minera — especially lu tin; Slo- 
can— and. the 'Mine ■ Qwners' atisociation. 
Mr. Higgsna bad.talked about u.commis- 
nion. He (Mr.^Carter-,Ootton)„dld not 
think that would be at all wise "or desir- 
able. The government had been in com- 
munication .•n-ith both parties to the dis- 
pute. It was in communication now. To 
propose a commission now would not on- 
ly not advance a settlement but would 
probably poatiwne it. The government 
was cloticly watching the matter. It had 
volunteered its good services between the 
parties which had been cordially acknowl- 
edged aud it would leave no stone un- 
turned to bring about an understanding 
between the mine owners aud the miners, 
which would serve to get the starting up 
again of a great industry. 

In a day or two the governnient might 
he able to make an aiiiiouncenieiit in re- 
gard to what was calknl tho Alien La- 
bor Bill. Since tlie bouse met last the 
government had carefully watched the re- 
units of that legislation, espifially in re- 
lation to its operation in Atliii. It had 
had reports of a conUdciitiaJ nature from 
its agents and commissioners and had al- 
so collected statistics about the claims, 
ami the government had now under con- 
hiiler.uioii ivhetlier, in the present circum- 
slanccri, seeing that jiracticaliy all the 
available iaml in the particular district 
had been already taki'ii up. it might not 
Ix' desirable to make such niodilioatioiis 
of the act as to permit foreigners and 
outsiders to purchase from the original 
holders. The iilea of the house in intro- 
ducing tlie lef;i:dation w:is to give Cana- 
ilians ami Briti(~hers an opportunity to 
stake claims. The goveriinieiif was as- 
sured iIkU all Ilie ricl'.est cJainis had al- 
ready been staked therefore that provi- 
sion of the act had no further effect. .Vt 
the same time, the governnient had had 
under consider.: lion iilaiis to enable par- 
ties with not enough caidtai to develop 
their properties, to nell tlieni to men 
with money. The governnient would, 
therefore, proluibly be able ro lay before 
the house some nu asure in that direction. 
As the bill was passeil unanimously, save 
for tlie vote of the hon. member for Cus!- 
.siar (.Mr. Clifford), so he Moped now that 
not only would all otlVer members, but 
that hon. gentleman also. support this 
measurt. 

He thought he had answered all the 
point.", raised during the discussion. He 
now hoped that the oiiposition.would («ee 
that tho governmiiiit having e.'ctended it 
every courtesy, having been most liberal 
in the allowance of time to tallc— would 
pay some attention to thi? opinions now 
being expretised in the pres.s that it was 
about time for this luMi.si> to get down to 
business and that being in opposition did 
not mean that they should be obstruo- 
tioiiists. 

The conditions of tiiis province were 
inicli that it behoved all to 'work to- 
gether .for the good of British Columbia 
and to advance ilK interests. It had 
iiceii a jileasure to liiiii to s:eo tliat ineiu- 
bers on both sides of the house could .join 
together so heartily and liarinoiiioiisly in 
that movement to extend aid to the 
mother country in her lime of need. Th.at 
was u practical illustration— the I'acilie 
cable sx'heme was another — of the real 
Imperial federation that was coming 
about in the British lOiiipire. He remem- 
bered a.s a boy hearing the Ilight Hon. 
\V. K. Forster, that good and stalwart 
Yorkshireman, who Was Teally the father 
of the Imperial Federation idea. For 
many years that was not fashionable. 
They heard remarks indeed that the Ireml 
of oiiinioii was in the other direction, the 
iiisi-iii)lioii of the Empire. It must af- 
for<i pleasure to every patriotic Britisher 
to know that they never could hear such 
*;eiitiuieiits now. (Applause.) .\11 realized 
that the true greatness of Britain lay in 
perial relations of the Knipire. No intelli- 
Cohimbia was far distant from the niotli- 
er country, yet this iiroviiice stood in a 
IKKsition which, within two or three years 
might be a most important one in the Im- 
perial rebition of the Empire. No intelli- 
gent mnn who observes what was going 
on but mmt realize that in a few years 
a tremendous contlict might rage on Ihe 
other side of tlie Pacific ocean. For that 
period it was desirable that we should 
hniM up a .strong British community in 
British Columbia. That wa« the view 
taken by this government in its attempt 
to keeii out people of the Mongolian 
race. They did not want to see in this 
province the population composed of two 
clatises, the capitalists and the hordes of 
yellow-skinned Asiatics. The government 
w.'inted to make this a country for the 
Britisli people, whore workingmen could 
get good wages and make com forcible 
homes for themselves. That was the 
best contribution the province could make 
to the advance ot the Empire niui for 
the glory ot the sovereign whom they all 
so greatly admired. Tli.it was the view 
he look, and he thought that spirit, as 
Mr. MoBride said, should animate this 
assembly that they should in their de- 
bates lessen the bitterness of attack and 
personal feeling. In doing that they 
would not only raise tlie house in the 
estimation of the people, but would also 
conduce largely to the interests of this 
great province.
